for a month’s 
volume of business, according to re­

from the live­ 
stock m arketing department of the 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation. 
The 
increase in volume is credited to a 
special campaign of education on co­ 
operative livestock marketing put on 
by the state and county farm bureau 
field service and the Ohio Livestock 
Cooperative association. 
For the week ending Dec. IO, a to­ 
tal of 644 decks of livestock 
were 
handled by cooperative agencies sup­ 
ported 
by 
Ohio 
farm ers. 
These 
agencies include 
cooperative com­ 
mission 
associations 
at 
Buffalo. 
Cleveland, Pittsburgh and Cincinnati, 
and a direct selling and purchasing 
unit operating at these points and at 
Columbus. 
Of the terminal agencies, the co- 
nerative at 
Buffalo handled 
the 
largest volume, while the farmers* 
agency at Cleveland sold more than a 
third of the 
consignments 
to that 
market. Agencies at Pittsburgh and 
at Cincinnati far exceeded th< ir vol­ 
ume of the same week a year ago. 
Sixty-six decks of livestock were 
sold during the week directly from 
country points to packers, a method 
of cooperative marketing 
in which 


Ohio livestock interests are pioneer­ 
ing.

ST. LOUIS Dec. 20— (INS)—For­ 
mation of the gigantic international 
cartel,' composed of the famous “ I. 
G." of Germany , me Imperial Chemi­ 
cal Corporation of England and Kuhl- 
mann’s of France, is being watched 
with some apprehension by the U. S. 
industry . 
Executives 
of 
the

in Ir* 
United States, w’ho just adjoined the 
semi-annual meeting of the American 
Institute of Chemical Engineers in St. 
Louis, declared that the cartel, if 
formed 
will constitute the greatest 
chemical combination that the world 
has ever known, possibly the largest 
concentration of capital in any single 
industry . 
There are, however, features that 
will mitigate the effect of such a com­ 
bination on the business of the Ameri­ 
can industry , according to Dr. H. C. 
Parmelee, of New York, secretary o‘‘ 
the American Institute of Chemical 
'Engineers. 
Tariff Protection 
“ First of all,” Parmelee told the 
International 
News 
Service, 
“ the 
United States has the Webb-Fomer- 
ene act, which permits the combina­ 
tion of American corporations for ex­ 
port purposes eliminating to a cer­ 
tain degree the influence of the cartel 
in building up its foreign markets, 
“ Then the tariff law, with its flex­ 
ible provisions, gives probability ade­ 
quate protection, generally speaking, 
to the chemical industry in this coun­ 
try . While every body probably would 
not agree that the tariff is sufficient­ 
ly protective, y et we do not have 
much to fear in the domestic market 
from outside competition. 
“ Again, a huge organization like 
the proposed international cartel will 
be difficult to hold together. With the

There is no doubt, however, accord­ 
ing to Parmelee that the chemical 
industry in this country must take 
steps to meet the combination. 
It 
means, he explained, a competition of 
the world’s best business brain power, 
more intensive research, 
improved 
production, 
lower 
manufacturing 
costs, avoidance of waste and better 
business management on the part of 
the United States.

Ready For Competition 
“ Every thing that has been disclosed 
at our meeting here indicates that ¿ he 
chemical industry is ready to meet 
greater competition,” Parmelee de­ 
clared. “ Research is being conducted 
on a big scale and the industry is 
moving forward to a better economic 
base. The chemical industry , which 
has developed rapidly since the war, 
is more than ever becoming a great 
factor in our general 
commercial 
picture.” 
Parmelee regards organization of 
the chemical cartel cs a logical step 
in the rehabilitation of foreign busi­ 
ness. He explained that the combina­ 
tion is aimed at lay ing out trade 
areas, for exploitation by its individ­ 
ual members, the elimination of de­ 
structive competition, fixing of prices 
and regulation of production. 
Such a sy stem would, of course, 
be impossible in United States, ow­ 
ing to the provisions of the Sherman 
Anti-Trust act. 
While none of the three corpora­ 
tions have complete monopolies in 
their countries they represent the big­ 
gest of the chemical producers. Amer­ 
ican engineers said that an immediate 
effect probably would be the elimi­ 
nation of the less efficient competitors 
of the cartel in Europe.

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CHEMICAL TRUST!FATHER 


International Cartel of German, 
French, British May Disturb 
Markets.

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 20— (IN S )— For­ 
mation of the gigantic international 
cartel,' composed of the fam ous “I. 
G.” of Germany, m e Im perial Chemi­ 
cal Corporation of England and Kuhl- 
mann’s of France, is being watched 
with som e apprehension by the U. S. 
industry. 
E xecutives 
of 
the 
industry 
in 
United States, who just adjoined the 
sem i-annual m eeting of the American 
Institute of Chemical Engineers in St. 
Louis, declared that the cartel, if 
formed 
will constitute the greatest 
chemical combination that the world 
has ever known, possibly the largest 
concentration of capital in any single 
industry. 
There are, however, features that 
will m itigate the effect of such a com ­ 
bination on the business of the A m eri­ 
can Industry, according to Dr. H. C. 
Parm elee, cf N ew York, secretary of 
the Am erican Institute of Chemical 
"Engineers. 


Tariff Protection 
“First of all,” Parm elee told the 
International 
New s 
Service, 
“the 
United States has the W ebb-Fomer- j 
ene act, which permits the combina­ 
tion of American corporations for ex­ 
port purposes elim inating to a cer- - 
tain degree the influence of the cartel 
in building up its foreign markets. 
“Then the tariff law, w ith its flex- j 
ible provisions, gives probability ade­ 
quate protection, generally speaking, 
to the chem ical industry in this coun­ 
try. While everybody probably would 
not agree that the tariff is sufficient- j 
ly protective, yet we do not have 
much to fear in the dom estic m arket 
from outside competition. 
“Again, a huge organization like 
the proposed international cartel will 
be difficult to hold together. W ith the 
three 
national 
elem ents 
involved, j 
Germany, Britain and France, there ; 
are indications that such a combina- j 
tion would not alw ay function har- j 
moniously and smoothly. 
War, of 
’ourse, would sm ash it 
im m ediately.” 
There is no doubt, however, accord­ 
ing to Parm elee that the chemical 
industry in this country m ust take 
steps to m eet the combination.

the world’s best business brain power, 
more 
intensive 
research, 
improved 
production, 
lower 
m anufacturing 
costs, avoidance of w aste and better 
business m anagem ent on the part of 
the United States.
